“The boy earned the appointment fairly,” 
said General Shattuc today. There was a 
competitive examination and two colored 
lads, one of them Bundy, outstripped their 
Caucasian competitors. One of them, how- 
ever, proved to be over twenty and was 
therefore disbarred. I had told them the 
competition was open to every eligible boy 
in my district. Bundy, who won, is one 
of the handsomest boys I ever saw. Yes- 
terday I sent his name to the secretary of 
the navy and he will be appointed. 

“I have received no communication from 
the students at Annapolis on the subject, 
but several congressmen have told me that 
it was an unwritten law not to allow a 
colored boy at Annapolis. They told me if 
I persisted it would break up the school: 
that other students would resign. 

Let them resign and be damned,’ I re- 
plied. That boy earned his appointment 
fairly and I am going to see that he goes 
to Annapolis and receive fair treatment 
if it is in my power to do 80.“

The situation is regarded here as analog- 
ous to the time when Servia attacked Tur- 
key in 1876, when Russia and Great Britain 
saved Servia from annihilation. 

New Credit for War Ministry. 

Athens, April 14.—On the reassembling of 
the boule today M. Delyannis, the premier, 
introduced in the presence of a crowded 
chamber a bill granting the government a 
credit of 23,000,000 drachmas for the min- 
istries of war and marine. 

The premier asked the house to expedite 
the passage of the budget. 

Turks Complain of Greeks. 

Elassona, April 14.—The Turks complain 
that the Greek troops are trying to provoke 
an attack. Yesterday a detachment 
crossed the frontier and for a brief period 
occupied the monastery near Detmasi, sub- 
sequently retiring.

Reports from the overflowed Mississippi 
delta tonight. are not encouraging. The ex- 
pected fall in the waters that extend for 
mlles over the fertile valleys has not oc- 
curred. 

Much suffering still exists in the Sun- 
flower and Bogue Phalia country and 
where hundreds of negroes have deserted 
their cabins and are huddled on high 
grounds and the railroad tracks. Many 
cabins are submerged to their very roofs, 
while several have been carried away by 
the swift current. 

On a plantation ten miles west of Helena, 
Sylvester Sanders, a colored tenant, his 
wife and five children were overwhelmed 
by the current and all drowned. Near 
Greenville today two negroes were drowned 
in an attempt to reach dry land.

The detectives say that Cole when ques- 
tioned’ about the box and its ghastly con- 
tents said that he had found it on the 
tracks of the Georgia railroad between the 
city and Inman park. When he saw the 
box he kicked it and ascertained that it 
Was not empty. He then picked it up, and 
bringing it to the city, gave it to the negro. 

When the matter was reported to Chief 
Connolly yesterday afternoon he placed 
the case in the hands of Captain Slaugh- 
ter, and he detailed Detectives Hewitt and 
Walton to work on it 

With Patrolman Terry the detectives lo- 
cated Cole and found him asleep in a room 
at No. 77% Peachtree street. He was 
aroused and taken to the station house 
where he was first questioned and later 
locked up. 

In speaking of the matter to The Consti- 
tution reporter Detective Hewitt said: 

“It is my opinion that the child was kill- 
ed. Cole cannot give a satisfactory ac- 
count of his connection with the affair and 
we have held him until the matter can be 
further looked into. The coroner will hold 
an inquest over the body this morning and 
we expect to get at the bottom of what 
we believe to be a case of infanticide.”

DOCUMENT READ IN COURT 


It Was Reported To Have Been Lost 
by a Witness. 


STATE CLOSES ITS DAMAGING TESTIMONY 


Prsioner Gave a Sigh of Relief and 
Laughed Nervously When Evi- 
dence for Defense Began. 


Jeffersonville, Ga., April 14—(Special.). 
Court opened rather late this morning ow- 


wing to a lateness of the arrival of the spe- 


cial train from Macon. Brady Smith, the 
witness on the stand when court adjourned 
yesterday evening, took the stand again. 
Smith testified to a letter handed him by 
the defendant while the defendant was in. 
his charge as prisoner to be handed to 
J. M. Andrews, a neighbor, and a material 
witness for the defendant. The letter ver- 
batim is as follows: 

“Jeffersonville, Ga., March 1, 189.—Mr. J. 
W. Andrews: Will tell you about Obie 
O’Neal that came with you this morning. 
Tell him to be sure and tell that Warren 
was at your house that night and was 
there at 8 o’clock and not after that time; 
and see that negro, Béb Hutchison, and tell 
him to tell that he saw Warren at that 
time, and tell ycur wife to be sure and 
tell that she saw me and Warren at an 
hour before sun and tell your wife not to 
let them bother her and post Miss Rodgers 
and tell her not to tell that she left before 
8 o’clock before she left my house and tell 
her to be sure. Yours, TOMMIE SHA 

This letter was brought to the hands of 
counsel for the prosecution in a very pecu- 
liar way, the witness ‘Smith claiming to 
have lost it in a room in the courthouse, 
almost absolutely bare of furniture and 
telling counsel of the fact of the loss and 
the place when lost. 

The defense objected to the introduction 
of the letter but the objection was over- 
ruled by the court and the letter sent in. 

Witnesses Beauprie and Potter followed. 
Mr. Beauprie was until recently a leading 
citizen of Atlanta. Their evidence was a 
corroboration of the evidence preceding as 
to the condition of the trestle, witnesses 
testifying it was in good repair. 

Isham Smith next testified to an alleged 
confession of Shaw's said to have been 
made at the house of Jim Smith on Sun- 
day afternoon. in which confession be 
implicated Criswell. 

Jim Smith, at Whose house the contes- 
sion Pꝶ?1 Besa dh.. 
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the conviction of Criswell. 
Defense Has a Theory. = 

While seeking to examine this witness, 
apparently in irrelevant matter, counsel 
for the defense stated that the theory of 
defense was that Jim Smith and others 
had entered into-a- conspiracy to convict 
defendant for a purpose. Arwood, a road 
supervisor, testified that Shaw was at the 
scene of the wreck and designated the 
places when the bar and wrench were 
thrown and showing how the rail was re- 
moved, but at the same time stating that 
the defendant said that Criswell had told 
him where the tools were found. 

Dame and Ray followed this witness and 
corroborated ‘his evidence upon the visit 
and remarks of Shaw. 

Beecher, a negro, was the next. witnebs, 
He testified that he saw Criswell and 
Shaw going toward the trestle the evening 
of the wreck. The sun, he sald, was about 
an hour high. 

A very romantic feature of the life of 
defendant prior to his arrest came up at 
this point. Miss Johnson, whom it is 
claimed Shaw adored, appeared as a wit- 
ness against him, testifying that the de- 
fendant addressed her, but she refused him 
though at the time she believed film a 
single man. While this witness was tes 
tifying Shaw at times gazed steadily at 
her; at others made copious entries in his 
ever present note book. 

Mrs. Tharp was called. She corroborated 
the testimony of Miss Johnson. 

The theory of the state on this point is 
that the defendant desired the death of 
his wife, so that he would be at liberty to 
marry Miss Johnson. 

Prosecution Closes. 

The state rested with this evidence. It 
was 4:20 o'clock p. m., without the intro- 
duction as a witness of Warren 1 Cris- 
well. 

J. M. Andrews was introduced by de- 
fense to impeach Brady Smith. Witness 
testified that Smith told him of the letter 
given to him—Smith—by Shaw to be de- 
livered to witness, but said he was afraid 
he had lost it and Colonel Shannon had 
found it. 

Frank Phillips testified that the piling 
near the north end of the trestle and on 
the east side was rotten and that in his 
opinion was caused thereby. 

With this evidence and some other im- 
material testimony the court adjotirned for 
the day. Shaw seems much worn but notes 
with a great deal of interest the testimony 
of witnesses. When the state closed and 
the evidence for his defense began, he 
laughed hilariously,, but nervously—the 
laugh of 4 Man w t up to the extreme 
point of nervousness.

Washington, April 14.—The first skirmish 
on the tariff question occurred in the sen- 
ate today. It wae followed by a Vote 
which served as a test of strength of the 
various elements of the senate. The vote 
occurred on a motion by Mr. Morrill, ro- 
publican, of Vermont, chairman of the 
committee on finance. to refer a resolution 
by Mr. Vest, one of the democratic mem- 
bers of the committee. This made the issue 
between representatives of the two sena- 
torial factions. 3 ; 3 

Aside from this the resolution was in the 
nature of a criticism of Secretary Gate 
declaring illegal his. recent order relative 
ta goods imported after April ist, when, 
according to the retroactive clause of t 
pending Dingley bill, the new tariff rates 
are to apply. Mr. Morrill’s motion. Pre- 
vailed by a close vote of % to 23. 

Prior to the vote a breezy discussion 0c- 
curred on several phases of the tariff. The 
subject came up first when Mr. Mantle 
presented a memorial from wool growers 
urging ample protection to their industry. 
He referred to in this connection the re- 
ports that Secretary North, of the Wool 
Manufacturers’ Association, was acting as 
secretary of the finance committee. 

Mr. Morrill denied this statement, saying 
that this gentleman had been summoned 
as an expert to giye information on the 
wool, question. Messrs. Hoar, Hawley, of 
of Delaware, 
participated in the debate. Mr. Morrill 
succeeded in cutting off the debate by call- 
ing for the regular order. He expressed the 
hope that there would be no premature de- 
bate of a tariff bill now before the senate. 
aading that he expected the bill would be 
reported at an early day. Debate ‘soon 
came up again on, the resolution of Mr, 
Vest, declaring illegal the recent order of 
Secretary Gage. 

Mr. Vest declared that the duty of the 
secretary of war was to execute the ex- 
isting law. And yet, the order clearly was 
the retroactive clause of the tariff bill 
pending in congress, The effect ot the 
order nullified the existing law. He said 
that no intelligent lawyer would declare 
the retroactive clause of the Dingley bill 
to be a lawful exercise of authority by 
congress. It was an act of intimidation” 
against importers. 

Mr. Morrill again expressed regret that 
the tariff bill was being discussed before 
it had been perfected and presented to the 
senate. Some of these provisions now un- 
der discussion might be changed before 
reaching the senate. Mr. Vest answered

Nobles was convicted, no recital that an 
inquiry was made by the judge or the court 
before judgment was pronounced whether 
che had anything to say why sentence 
should not be passedeupon her, thus af- 
fording her an opportunity to allege any 
ground of arrest or to urge any legal ob- 
jections that might exist against further 

ings.

r affirmatively by any recital in the 
sentence that Elizabeth Nobles was 
prought into court on April 3d, or prior 
to that time by, or was in court at that

MURDERER FOUND INA NEIGHBOR’S BAR 


After Slaying the Reynolds Family, 
Mowry Tried To Take His Own 
Life, but Fafled. 


Pascoog, R. I., Apr 14—News reached 
here today of a tragedy at Oakland, a small 
farming village a few miles from Pascoog. 
About 3 q’clock this morning the house oe- 
cupled by Edward Reynolds and family was 
burned and Reynolds, his wife and adopted 
daughter were killed. 

It was several hours after the fire was 
discovered before those who were at the 
scene could begin their search. At daylight. 
a body was seen lying near the center of 
the ruins and as soon as possible this was 
removed. Although it was burned so badly 
that it was beyond recognition, the appear- 
ance indicated that it was that of Servilla 
Reynolds, the twenty-year-old daughter of 
the family. A short time later Reynold's 


Sauls’s skull. He then shot Haskins, but 
the latter recovered. 

The negro escaped at the time and has 
been at large since until today. A large 
reward has been out for the man ever 
since the crime was committed.

frightfully burned. 

When the neighbors who had been 
aroused by the fire went to the Reynolds 
house this morning they found that the 
flames were confined to one part of the 
building. The place was securely fastened, 
the doors being bolted and locked and every 
window closed tightly, so that they were 
compelled to burst open the doar to gain 
admission. The house had been saturated 
with kerosene and the flames spread rapid- 
ly. The rescuers attempted to search that 
part of the house where the family slept, 
but were driven back and only had time to 
take Mrs. Reynolds's body out before the 
section of the house was in a blaze. Her 
head had been crushed in and the upper 
part of the body horribly mutilated. 

Martin Mowry, who worked for Reynolds, 
slept in another part of the house and the 
villagers hurried to his room to alarm him. 
The room was empty and from the hasty 
examination that could be seen, it was evi- 
dent that the bed had not been disturbed. 
The bed clothing as well as the floor lead- 
ing to the door had been saturated with 
some liquid, supposed to be kerosene. Mow- 
ry’s trunk and a box belonging to him were 
open and his clothing was strewn about 
the floor. 

Mowry was found in Leander Buffum’s 
barn, some distance from the scene of the 
fire, chattering and laughing like a maniac. 
Buffum seized the man and gave him up to 
one of the posse searching for him. Mowry 
is a bachelor about sixty-five years of age. 

From the position of the bodies, it is be- 
lieved that Reynolds was called to his 
daugpter’s room by some unusual sound and 
thaf when he reached the side of her bed he 
received his death blow. At that time Miss 
Reynolds was probably killed. 

The murderer, it is supposed, then went 
to Mrs. Reynolds’s room and after stabbing 
her twice in the face, battered her head 
in with some blunt weapon. 

When Mowry left the house he went to 
the woods, where he shot himself in the 
head. The bullet only stunned him, how- 
ever, and he did not repeat the attempt. He 
then went to Buffum's farm. The revolver 
with two chambers empty was found in his 
possession and an empty oll can was found 
in Mowry’s apartments. 

‘Mowry was willing to talk after his ar- 
rest, but from his appearance and manner 
of.expression it seemed clear that he was 
insane. 

Reynolds and his wife were each about 
fifty years old. Servilla was their adopted 
daughter, the child of Mrs. Reynolds's de- 
ceased brother. 

Reynolds had little money and hence it 18 
thought that robbery could not have been 
the object of the crime.

Harris Bramlett, the most noted moon- 


and defied the officers of the law, has been 
captured amd will be brought to Atlanta 
today for imprisonment in the Fulton coun- 


ty jail. 

United States Marshal Dunlap received a 
telegram yesterday morning from Deputy 
Marshal Bates, saying that he had captured 
Barmlett and had him in jail at Dalton. 
Bramlett was tried day before yesterday 
and bound over for illicit distilling. 

No man ever charged with moonshining 
is better known than Bramlett, who has 
been identified with some of the bloodiest 
tragedies ever enacted on the red, rugged 
hfls of north Georgia. He has givem the 
revenue men more trouble than a dozen 
other men put together and has made, per- 
haps, as much whisky as any moonshiner 
living. 

Bramlett was said to be the leader of the 
famous band of white caps that at one time 
terrorized Murray and Whitfield counties 
with their wild deeds of desperate daring, 
and the same gang that sent a volley of 
leaden balls into the body of ill-fated Henry 
Worley, as he was working in his @orn field 
two years ago. 

The murder of Worley is well remembered 
because if its ghastly details. Worley was 
Killed for being an imformer on certain 
moonsnhiners. The white caps had banded 
together and had sworn death to any man 
who informed on any ef their number for 
making whisky, which was an avocation 
followed by the majority of the gang. The 
gang learned that Henry Worley had told 
the revenue men of certain of their number 
who were running illicit stills. They at 


er who ever made the blockade booze 


were at once formulated to murder him. 

On a certain night in 1895 the white cap- 
pers went to Worley’s house and dragged 
him away, despite the protestations of his 
family. The unfortunate mountaimeer was 
carried far away into a wild, dense woods, 
where he was hanged to a tree. The crowd, 
as soon as they saw their victim swung up 
safely, left, thinking that he was dead. But 
Worley wasn’t dead by a long jump, and 
shortly after his would-be murderers de- 
parted he recovered comsciousness and by 
an almost superhuman effort succeeded in 
untying the rope from around his neck and 
dropping to the ground. 

‘Worley went out plowing in his corn field 
at an early hour. He had been plowing but 
a short time before a number of men came 
up from behind a clump of trees at one end 
of the fleld, and then a loud report, as if a 
dozen guns had been fired at once. Worley 
fell to the ground, his body riddled by the 
rifle balls and buckshot. He was dead be- 
fore he struck the ground. 

The clew to the murderers of Worley was 
slim, but it was but a few days before ten 
of his neighbors were arrested for the 
crime, among them being some of. the most 
prominent men of Murray county. Harris 
Bramlett was one of the prisoners. Harris 
Bramlett turmed state’s evidence and his 
companions are now serving sentences of 
ten years each, and the case against him 
was nol] prossed. 

Officer Bates was expected here with his 
prisoner last night,.but did not come. He 
will probably reach the city this morning 
and carry the notori®us moonshiner to jail.

The Big Storm Has Passed Off---The 
Rain Only an Incident. 
During the past twenty-four hours there 
have been some very rapid atmospheric 
changes. The storm which was over the 
lake region Tuesday night has disappeared 
to the northeast. The storm which was 
forming in the west gulf region moved 
northeast to the Atlantc coast states, form- 
ing a trough from New York to the east 
gulf coast. A ridge of high pressure has 
formed from the lake region southwest to 
Texas, and another low area has moved 
southeast to the upper Missouri valley. 
The different combinations have an unfav- 
orable effect on the immediate weather in 
the interior of the Atlantic coast states 
and portions of the Ohio valley. It is 
thought that the rain which resulted there- 
from late last night will not be of the 
protracted kind.

WHO ARE LIABLE ON BRIDGES’S BOND 


Mster Finds That Vandiver, Cle- 
ments and Forster Are the 


Sureties. 


Rome, Ga., April 14.—(Special.)—Speciai 
Master Max Meyerhardt filed his report 
this afternoon in the famcus case of the 
ex-school commissioner of Floyd county, 
William Bridges. Mr. Meyerhardt has been 
at work on the report in this case twenty- 
seven days and it is very long and exhaus- 
tive. The report shows that the sum of 
$39,069.71 came into the hands of School 
Con.missioner Pridges from the Ist of Jan- 
uary, 1894, until the time he was suspended. 
He finds that $34,968.22 was legally paid out 
by Bridges. According to this a deficit of 
$4,101.49 would exist. Bridges claims that 
II. 779 of the amount was overpaid teachers. 

The board of education admitted that 
$846.16 was really overpaid teachers. 

The auditor finds that $339.63 has been col- 
lected back from teachers by the present 
com missioner, Mr. Gwaltney, and gives Mr. 
Bridges credit to that amount, but refuses 
to credit him with the balance of over- 
payments not collected back. Bridges claims 
that there are many other charges he has 
paid that camnot be legally proved, owing 
to the absence of witnesses and other rea- 
sons. The auditor finds that out of the 
deficit of $4,101.49 there is a balance due the 
city of Rome for the year 1894 and 1895 of 
$1,727.55. He holds that under the pleadings 
of the board of education this amount can- 
mot be recovered in the present action, as 
the amount is due the city of Rome and 
not the board of education of Floyd county. 

The auditor holds that under this action 
the board of education of Floyd county 
should recover from Bridges the sum of 
$2,373.94, which is the full amount of his 
shortage, less the $1,727.55 due the city of 
Rome. 

The auditor further finds that G. H. Bra- 
dem and E. P. Price are not liable as sure- 
ties on the bond of Bridges, because the 
same was not signed by them, nor author- 
ized to be signed in a legal manner. The 
attorneys for the plaintiffs comceded that 
G. H. Braden is not Hable. The auditor 
finds that John M. Vandiver, C. T. Clements 
and W. G. Forster, deceased, arg liable as 
sureties on Gridges’s bond. The committee 
appointed by the board of education to in- 
vestigate Bridges's books and accounts 
found a shortage of $5,475.15. The amount 
found by he auditor to be due is $1,373.66 
less than the amount found by the commis- 
sion. Part of this is accounted for by the 
fact already stated, that $339.63 has been 
collected back from overpaid teachers. 

A great deal of interest is being taken in 
this celebrated case and it is not at all Hke- 
ly that the matter will end here, though 
the matter cannot be taken up until the 
July term of court. 

Bridges has an exceptionally strong array 


of counsel and a hard and bitter contest 18 
looked for before the end is reached.

BATTLE OF GIANTS 


Movement To Take the Southern B. & I. 
Out of Receivers’ Hands. 


They Have Sent Out a Circular Letter 
to Directors of the Association. 


OTHER LEADING ATTORNEYS EMPLOYED 


Petition for Purpose of Restoring the 
Management of Association’s Af- 
fairs To Stockholders. 


The fight between the attorneys for the 
‘stockholders and the lawyers employed. by 
the creditors of the Southern Mutual Puild- 
ing and Loan Association will be a battle 
royal. 

It will be a contest between a number of 
leading lawyers of this section and the 
prospects are that the beginning cf the 
fight is not far distant. 

Mr. J. E. Maddox, one of the directors, 
was seen yesterday and expressed himself 
as heartily in favor of making the fight on 
the ground of economy. He said hat the 


stockholders are the only people interested 
and that the outstanding debts of the as- 
sociation only amount to about $25,000, 
whereas the retention of the receivers, 
with the big fees incidental to the winding 
up of the affairs of such an association, 
would amount to at least $100,000, and he is 
in favor ot taking the affairs of the as- 
sociation out of the hands of the receivers 
as soon as possible. 

Cox & Abbott, attorneys for the directors 
who are in favor of the movement, and 
Brandon & Arkwright, employed by the 
same side, were seen and asked what had 
been done in the matter. but all of them 
stated that the matter was still tentative 
and that nothing had been done in a direct 
Way toward getting up the petition. 

Nene of them would express an opinion 
as to how soon measures would be adopted 


— 


looking toward filing the petition, us they 
all agreed that the question was still in 
embryo and they were not ready to give 
out anything for publication as yet. 

Ellis & Gray, the attorneys for the stock- 
holders in the association, have sent out 
the following circular letter on the sub- 
ject and wilt await a reply from the par- 
ties interested: 

Atlanta, Ga., April 13, 1897—Messrs. Mad- 
dox, Howard, Bass and Farmer, Directors 
Southern Mutual Buuidi and Loan As- 
sociation. Gentlemen: veral publica- 
tions in the daily papers have tended to 
snow that we were in a position antagonis- 
tic to your expressed desire to take tne 
Southern Mutual Building and Loan As- 
sociation out of the hands of the receivers. 

We have given utterance to no expres- 
sions which authorize any such inference 
and our whole course has been to do that 
which would best subserve the interests of 
all stockholders so far as we nave deen 
able to see the situation. ce 

We opposed a receiver in both state 
and federal courts, but as attorneys, look- 
ing at the situation. we were not surprised 
and did not see how a receivership couid 
| be avoided at the time Judge Lumpkin 
made the appointment. Since the appvint- 
ment of the receivers we have been devct- 
ing ourselves to the affairs of the associa- 
tion generally, but especially to the situa- 
tion neighboring states, trying to ob- 
tain something like a uniform distribution 
of assets for the benefit of all stoc 
and earnestly endeavoring to defeat 
preferences and to avoid and counsel 
fees in other states insofar as possible. 

“We beg to call your attention to. the 
situation in those states as we understand 
t. In South Carolina attachments were 
tevied on property of the association in 
Barnwell county of the probable value of 
$5,000 or $6,000. Ar Was appoint- 
ed in that state and he was immediately 
sued, without notice to the association, 
and judgments rendered against him and 
the association for several thousand dol- 
lars, including judgment for a penalty 
#mounting to about $2,300 for alleged usury. 
We have had a great deal of treuble with 
this matter and have finally succeeded in 
having appeals entered to obtain a rehear- 
ing on these cases with the confident belief 
that the persons levying attachments are 
stockholders and not creditors, ind that 
the party obtaining judgment for usury 
cannot sustain his allegations if the as 
sociation can be pro y heard. 

“In Tennessee a permanent receiver was 
appointed before such appointment was 
made here and the assets of the association 
were seized in that state. We have stc- 
ceeded in removing this cause to the fed- 
eral court. In abama a receiver has

Last Night. ‘ 


THERE WERE 6,000 PRESENT 


The Music Was Fine and One Old Wo- 
man Gets Happy---Negroes Are 
5 Werming Up.

The vast tabernacle was visited by two 
G@ownpourings last night. One was an in- 
tense wave of religious enthusiasm, which 
resulted in the conversion of many sinners, 
and the other was almost a tidal wave of 
water which came down during the entire 
service, but never dampened the ardor of 
the singers or the speakers. : 

Despite the weather there were fully 6,000 
people present, many of whom were whites, 
who occupied seats to the right of the 
rostrum specially reserved for them. Some 
of the best white folks in the city were 
there and seemed to take a deep interest 
in the exercises. 

The singing was even better than on the 
two previous nights. There was no organ, 
no song books and no frantic calesthenic 
exercises to keep time, but the harmony 
was perfect and such music has never been 
heard in that tabernacle before. Those ne- 
groes know how to sing, and-entering fully 
into the spirit of the occasion as they do, 
their melody is simply divine. 

Dr. Walker, the Black Spurgeon,” 
preached another powerful sermon. He 
took his text from the twenty-ninth Psalm, 
seventh verse: And now Lord, what wait 
I tors The discourse was probably the 
most impressive delivered so far and had 
wonderful effect on the vast audience. 

Reversed the Order. 


The preacher adopted a novel plan last 
fight by inviting penitents to the mourn- 


ers’ bench before the sermon. He pleaded ; 


with all those who were interested in their 
souls’ salvation to take the front seats, 
and qgite a number responded. 

During the discourse there were numer- 
ous hearty amens'“ and hallelujahs from 
ail over the audience. 

There was one instance of genuine shout- 
ing. One negro woman, wrought up tothe 
proper pitch, was unable to restrain her 
enthusiasm. There will be more, however, 
as the negroes wax warmer, which they are 
doing rr‘xdly. The meeting last night was 
much more enthusiustic than the night be- 
fore, and if the same ratio keeps up in 
less than two weeks Decatur street will be 
a wilderness and the station house will be 
lonely and deserted. 

The meetings will continue so long as the 
interest keeps up and the finance committee 
can pay expenses, which they are having 
a hard time to do just now. The collec- 
‘tions are very small, not hardly enough to 
pay for the electric lights, which do not 
shine half the time during the perform- 
ande, The finance committee therefore 
would heartily appreciate any contribu- 
tions from persons interested in the pro- 
mulgation of the good work.

Judge Lumpkin Yesterday Appointed 
Peter F. Clarke Receiver of the 
Mallory-Halcombe Plow Co. 


The suit brought by Miss Pearl Meln- 
tyre against the Empire Printing and Box 
Company was non-suited yesterday in the 
first division of the city court before Judge 
Reid. 

The entire time of that court was given 
to the hearing of testimony and argument 
in the ease and several very interesting 
points of law were ruised while the dis- 
cussion on the motion for nhon-suit was 
pending. 

Several months ago Miss Pearl McIntyre, 
who is a young giri just fourteen years of 
age, was employed at a machine which 
edged up the boxes and pasted the narrow 
strips of paper on the boxes. The machine 
Was in court yesterday and t judge, jury 
and attorneys carefully examined the de- 
tailed workings. 

Miss Pearl stated that she told the fore- 
man when was ordered to work at the 
machine that she was unskilled in its man- 
agement and was not acquainted with the 
manner in which it worked. She testified 
that she was- ld to go to work, as a guard 
had but recently been placed on the ma- 
chine which rendered it perfectly safe. She 
had not been at work very long on her 
boxes which she was pasting together be- 
fore her two fingers on the left hand were 
caught under the press and mashed and 
mangled: 

Suit was filed against the company by 
Colonel R. J. Jordan, on the grounds that 
the girl was not familiar with the manner 
in which the machine worked and that the 
company was liable because she was placed 
at the machine under her protest. 

The Empire Printing and Box Company

The true bills against Dr. L. P. Herring- 
ton and Agent Nathan Delaigle were nol- 
prossed and the civil proceedings brought 
against the Connecticut Indemnity Asso- 
elation were dismissed upon a settlement 
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James H. Purtell and the Georgia Loan, 
Savings and Banking Companny. 

The suit was filed several days ago in the 
city court dy Attorneys Anderson, Felder 
& Davis, who represented Mr. Lewis 8. 
Morris. the administrator of the estate of 
young Hudson. and a near relative of the 


deceased. 
When Ragland died he was supposed to 


have been in meager circumstances finan- 
cially, and it was necessary for his friends 
to contribute to @ fund which was raised 


-¢o defray the funeral expenses. 
Hudson Ragland was well-known in le- 
gal and commercial circles, as he was an 
expert stenographer and frequently did odd 
jobs about the city for various firms in 
addition to his regular work with the law 
firm where he was employed until he was 
seized with the last illness which proved 
fatal. 
Allegations of the Suit. 
The petition filed by Lewis S. Morris in 


the city court. is as follows: 
“The petition of Lewis Morris shows: Pe- 


titioner is the duly qualified administrator 
of Hudson E. Ragland, who has departed 
this life, 

‘The defendants, Henry A. Cassin and 
James H. Purtell are both residents of 
Fultoff county, and the Georgia Loan, Sav- 
ings and Banking Company is a corpora- 
tion having its principal office and place 
of business in the city of Atlanta. 

“On or about May 27, 1895, said Ragland 
procured from the Connecticut Mutual Life 
Insurance Company a policy of insurance 
upon his life for the sum of $5,000, on which 
the annual premiums was $103.15, the policy 
being numbered 212,017. 

“The premiums on said policy was paya- 


dle quarterly at $26.55 per quarter and said 
- Ragland paid the pmmiums due May 27, 
_ 18%, and August 27, 1895. 


“Finding himself unable to continue the 
payments on said policy, satd Ragland en- 
, tered into a contract with the defendants, 
Cassin and Purtell; said Cassin and Pur- 
tell agreed to pay the premiums as the 
same came due, and to secure the ameunts 
#0 advanced, said Ragland agreed to as- 
sign; fand did ssen, said policy to sald’ 
Cassin and Purtell, a copy of which as- 
signment is hereto attached and marked 
exhibit A. 
Charge Loan To Be Fictitious. 

“Said Cassin and Purtell also required 
said Ragland to give them his promissory 
note, dated December II. 1895, for $4,300, due 
one year after date, a copy of which note 
is hereto attached and marked exhibit B. 

“Petitioner shows that the pretended 
debt in said note and in the assignment of 
said policy was fictitious, except as to the 
premium advanced by said Cassin and Pur- 
tell for said Ragland. The defendants, Hen- 
ry A. Cassin, is the cashier of the Georgia 
Loan, Savings and Banking Company and 
Was so at the time of the transaction afore- 
mentioned; said note was by said Cassin 
and Purtell indorsed in blank and they 
made a pretended transfer of it to the said 
Georgia Loan, Savings and Banging Com- 
pany, attempting thereby to give said note 
the vitality to the full amount of its face, 
but petitioner charges that said bank took 

the same with notice of its character. Said 
Cassin and Purtell on or about November

This committee con- 
sists of Judge R. T. Dorsey, chairman; 
and Dr. L. P. Stevens and Mr. George W. 
Howard. Judge Dorsey is out of the city 
and he will not attend the sessions of the 
beard, 

Special Meeting Yesterday. 

The special meeting of the board was 
called to order in the office of the sanitary 
department in the city hall yesterday by 
Dr. Alexander. Mayor Collier, Dr. Mc- 
Rae, secretary of the board, Dr. Hunter 
P. Cooper and Mr. J. A. Miller were pres- 
ent. Chief Inspector Veal occupied a chair 
in the room, but he had nothing to say 
during the meeting. 

The matter was brought up by the read- 
ing af the inspector’s communication to 
the board, asking for à trial on the charges 
filed by the council committee, which com- 
munication appeared “in‘yesterday’s Con- 
stitution. The charges Were not read. 

Mr. Miller arose end stated that without 
having had an opportunity to confer with 
other members of the board, he wanted to 
move that the charges against Inspector 
Veal be investigated at once. He said the 
trial should be held as soon as possible. 

Dr. McRae offered an amendment that 
the sanitary committee be asked to sit with 
the board and assist in trying the case.

The Connecticut Indemnity Association 

has severed its connection with Dr. L. P. 
Herrington, its medical examiner and the 
position held with the company by Agent 
Delalgle has been left vacant by his with- 
drawal from the company’s employ. 

The story of the charges of fraud which 
Were preferred against Dr. Herrington 
and Agent Delaigle was told exclusively 
in Tuesday’s Constitution. Both the agent 
and Dr. Herrington were at that time un- 
der indictment of the grand jury and the 
case was set for yesterday in the criminal 
superior court before Judge Callaway. 

Yesterday the bills of indictment were 
nolprossed and the matter was settled with- 
out a court trial. The case which had been 
instituted against the insurance company 
was removed to the federal court at Au- 
gusta, but this, too, has been settled, and 
the policy which was claimed to have been 
fraudulently issued was canceled and the 
insurance company was relieved of all lia- 
bility in the matter, the plaintiffs paying 
‘all costs of litigaticn. 

Colonel T. B. Felder, counsel] for the Con- 
necticut Indemnity Association, received a 
telegram yesterday morning from Waynes- 
boro stating that the matter had been 
given this direction and that everything 
had been satisfactorily arranged. 


What the Company Charged. 

The allegations made by the Connecticut 
Indemnity Association were of a most 
startling nature. The company charged 
that Dr. Herrington and Agent Delaigle, 
acting in collusion, had misrepresented the 
facts in the application made by Mr. Sapp 
for an insurance policy. 

The charges were made before the grand 
jury and as a result of the investigation 
of that body both parties charged with 
fraud were indicted. In the meantime the 
‘policy which had been issued on the life 
of Mr. Sapp was refused payment by the 
company and a suit was ihstituted in the 
superior court of Burke county for the face 
value of the policy, $3,000. 

The company refused to make the pay- 
ment, charging that the policy had been 
obtained through fraud and that the claim 
was unjust and unreasonable.

There was a notable gathering of the wo- 
men composing the Georgia board for the 


Tennessee Centennial yesterday afternoon. 


The meeting was gratifyingly large and 
the spirit of enthusiasm which was mani- 
fest augurs bright things for the future of 
the work which these patriotic and ener- 
getic women have undertaken to do., Con- 
siderable work of vital importance to the 


work was done. 

The Georgia commission of women con- 
sists of those appointed from the state at 
large, those representing the congressional 
districts, and the Atlanta woman’s board. 
At a recent meeting of the latter body the 
lady commissioners at large and congres- 
sional representatives were made honorary 
members. so that in matters of importance 
the three seperate commissioners might 
act as one body. 

The meeting yesterday was a very rep- 
resentative one and the ladies were moat 
enthusiastic about the progress of their 
exhibit at Tennessee. 

Mrs. A. B. Steele, president of the At- 
lanta board, presided, and at. her request 
Miss Sergeant read the minutes of the 
two last meetings of the Atlanta board 
that the visiting ladies might be informed 
as to the progress of the Atlanta part of 
the state representation. 

The subject of greatest importance dis- 
cussed was the date of Georgia day, which 
had been left to the ladies to decide, after 
several conferences with Governor Atkin- 
son, Colonel Nesbitt and Captain Oscar 
Brown. Captain Brown was present at the 
meeting and informed the ladies that on 
the days of May 25th and 26th the dates 
considered for the Georgia day, it would 
be impossible to assure a large represen- 
tation of the state soldiers, as it was so 
near the time of their regular June en- 
campment. He stated that he had com- 
municated with the commanders through- 
out the state and that with the exception 
of the Savannah Volunteers and the cay- 
alry companies of Atianta and Augusta, 
there were none who expressed themselves 
as being able to turn out on Georgia day 
if occurring on the 25th and 26th of May. 
In reply to the question as to the earli- 
est time in June when a large display of 
state military might be counted upon Cap- 
tain Brown thought that the last week 
of June was about the only time that could 
be decided upon, as there seemed to be 
just prejudice against any later date on 
account of the heat of the weather. 

Mrs. Loulie M. Gordon spoke in favor 
of the Georgia day being the latter part of 
the month of June, when it would be not 
only possible to secure a large number of 
the state military, but a larger number of 
college and school people, while the reunion 
of the confederate veterans in Nashville 
at the time would draw another contingent 
of Georgia people. 

Mrs. Eugene Heard, of Elberton, spoke 
against the dates suggested for May on 
the grounds that the people of the rural 
districts would be unable to send the same 
products as an exhibit and would be un- 

able to go in large numbers to Tefinesses 
at that time. 

Mrs. Clark Howell, Jr., opposed the cel- 
ebration in May in view of the fact that 
there could not be a general representa- 
tion of the state militia, those representing 
the agricultural interests of the state and 
those representing the educational inter- 
ests. She observed that the exposition 
would scarcely have reached that state 
of completion in May that might be ex- 
pected in June, and referred to the fact 
thgt there would be some difficulty in 
raising, by the date suggested 
the necéssary funds for carrying out the 
plans proposed for the observance of Geor- 
gia dag. 

Mrs. William H. Felton expressed her- 
self as considering a later date than May 
a better one in recognition of the ability 
of the country people to leave their crops 
at an earlier time. > 

But the heat which seems to be 80 
greatly feared in Nashville by many, ai 
any time after May, divided the meeting 
almost equally, and though frequent vot- 
ing was resorted to, no decisien could be 
reached in favor of a date for Georgia 
day. 

Mrs. Nellie Peters Black spoke forcibly 
in favor of May, also Mrs. Isaac Boyd. 
Mrs. W. B. Lowe observed aptly that the 
military only turned out on very hot days 
any way, and that any Georgia day, wheth- 
er in May or June. was Mable to be of 
equal heat. She introduced a resolution 


that some day should be selected between. 


June 23d and July 8d. The resolution was 
carried and Capta.n Brown will at once 
communicate with the governor and Colo- 
nel Nesbitt. In view of the resolution 
passed by the ladies it is probable some 
day the last part of June, when a large 
representation of the military may be as- 
sured, will be the date selected for Geor- 
gia day. :

HAVE QUIT WORK 


The Brick Masons’ unt Strike Continues 
with Renewed Vigor. 


16 MEN STOPPED YESTERDAY 


Declare They will Not ¢ Go Back Until 
They Get Nine Hours a Day. 


TWO “CONTRACTORS SIGN THE SCALE 


Dozens of Workmen from Other Cities 
Are Headed This Way—Both 
Sides Are Determined. 


The fierce war the brick masons of the 
city are waging against, the contractors 
for nine hours’ work a day instead of ten, 
is continuing with increased vigor, and 
gives promise of being one of the most 
hotly contested labor controversies ever 
fought in this city. 

In all there are about 200 brick layers 
who have quit work. They are holding en- 
thusiastic meetings at their headquarters, 
33% Marietta street, and have determined 
not to surrender under any conditions until 
they have won their point. 

Some of the contractors have already 
signed the scale demanded by the laborers, 
but the majority remain firm. They say 
the brick masons may strike as much as 
they please, and that it will be an easy 
matter to get any amount of men in their 
places. 

Mr. M. T. Lewman, the contractor who 
is building five six-story buildings on the 
old Markham house site, is probably the 
largest sufferer at the hands of the labor- 
ers, but declares he will never accede to 
their demands. He has advertised all over 
the south for newimen, and judging from 
the replies he received yesterday he will 
have more than enough brick masons here 
this morning to fill the places of the forty 
men who left him. 

When seen yesterday afternoon Mr. Lew- 
man did not seem to be in the least wor- 
ried over his predicament, only that he re- 
grets he is forced to employ outside labor. 
He stated he could get all the men he 
wanted witthout trouble, and that his con- 
tract would not suffer from the delay. 

Work at a Standstill. 

The brick layers have succeeded in 

working havoc with the progress of nearly 


every building now in course of construc- [ 
and work is at a dead 


tion in Atlanta, 
standstill on most of them. The contractors 
are making assiduous efforts to get more 
men, but only in a few instances are they 
succeeding. 


Contractor Murrell, who is constructing 


an icehouse in West End, conceded the de- 


mands of the strikers yesterday morning, 
and the workmen went immediately back 
to work on a nine hours’ time. 

The contractors of the addition to the 
plant of the Atlanta Brewing Company 
have also signed the scale, and their brick 
layers have gone back to work. 
Contractor Fitts, who is building a sma 
brick structure in the rear of the Chamber- 
lin-Johnson-DuBose Company, on East 
Hunter street. 

All the other ms are obstinate, and 
work on their buildings is at a standstill. 

Only four bricklayers were at work on 
the Markham hause dings yesterday af- 
ternoon at quitting” . Forty were orig- 
imalky employed, at 

On the Ittner bundles on Decatur street, 
where ten men were at work, only one re- 
mains and he is the foreman. On tbe new 
jail where thirteen Men were employed, 
not a one is at work. On the Austell build- 
ing, where twelve were at work, six have 
quit, as well as all the tile workmen except 
one. On the Orr Shoe building, on Auburn 
avenue, only two are left, three having 
quit. 

The Ranks Are Swelling. 

The Masons’ Union, although a very 
young organization, now has over two hun- 
dred workmen enrolled. Sixteen masons 
laid down their trowels yesterday and 
joined the ranks. There were nineteen ad- 
ditions the day before, and forty-nine the 
day before thit. 

The men claim they are in good financial 
condition, and are able to stand a season 
out of work. That they are sincere in 
their demands there can be no doubt, and 
they only ask nine hours’ pay for nine 
hours’ work, instead of ten.

EXECUTIVE BOARD IS TO MEET 


The Future of the Freight Association

A DISSOLUTION is NOT LOOKED FQR

The executive board of the Southern 
States Freight Association will meet in 
Atlanta next Wednesday. 

This conference will determine the pol- 
icy of the association pending the hearing 
of the Joint Traffic Association case. As 
the lines in that organization have decided 
to hold together during the summer and 
fall. the roads in the south may take @ 


similar course. The Joint Traffie Associa- 


tion had as counsel three of the ablest 
lawyers in America—Ex-Senator Ed- 
munds, Ex-Minister Phelps and James C. 
Carter. These lawyers advised the mem- 
bers of the association to stick to their 
agreement to maintain rates. 

Two courts have decided that the Joint 
Traffic agreement is legal. No court has 
ever decided adversely in the case, There- 
fore, the agreement is legal, the attorneys 
say. 

Whatever is good law for the northern 
roads is good law for the southern lines, 
and it is probable that the present organi- 
zation wiil continue, although the agree- 
ment may be modified. 

Just before the supreme court handed 
down its decision in the trans-Missouri 
case @ number of southern officials had 
held a conference in Richmond. They dis- 
cussed a new agreement and adjourned to 
meet in Atlanta on April 24th. The meet- 
ing on April 2ist will take the place of 
that conference. 

A general conference will be held here 
on Monday. This will be more for the pur- 
pose of preparing for the case which the 
state railroad commission is to take up 
on the next . On Tuesday the commis- 
sion will hear the Brewer & Hanleiter 
petition for a reduction of 33 1-3 per cent 
in all rates, 

On Wednesday the executive board of 
the freight association will meet, and on 
Thursday the annual meeting of the South- 
ern States Passenger Association will be 
held.

Prime’s Crop Summary. 


From The New York Stockholder. 

Dwight, III., April 11.— Very iittle if any 
progress has been made with the seeding 
of tne spring crops during the first ten gays 
of April, and we stand literally pat.“ not 
contending so much with storms as the re- 
sult of heavy snow falls during the winter 
and heavy rains during March. The eartn 
has taken up about all the moisture it can 
possibly absorb, and we are just now wait- 
ing for clear skies, higher degree of temper- 
ature and the passing off of the fioods. 

All the seeding that has been dane this 
week has consisted of a little oats put in 
in Illinois. some in Nebraska and some in 
Kansas. Possibly 25 per cent to 30 per cent 
of the crop seeded. It.is not ton late yet to 
get in a crop of oats in good time, and to 
look forward to good returns. 

The spring wheat districts. with the ex- 
ception of Nebraska. have been at a perfect 
standstill, although we had intelligence yea- 
terday that on some high knolls in Dakota 
a little wheat had been mudded in the 
ground. But the amount was so insignifi- 
cant that it holds no percentage to the 
great area of this crop which is yet to be 
seeded. 

As I have said before with reference to 
spring wheat seeding, eur machinery is so 
perfect that Immense areas of wheat can 
be put into the ground in a single day with 
the improved implements now in use. Hence 
farmers do not worrv as they used to ten 
or fifteen years ago about getting in their 
crops late. Then the largest proportion of 
the seeding was done by hand, when eight 
to ten acres of hand sowing was considered 
a good day’s work. Now one man with ma- 
chinery can put in from twenty-five to 
thirty acres a day and do it in better shape 
than when it used to be sown by hand. 

The winter wheat crop of the Ohio river 
has made very little growth during the 
present month. At the same time it has 
had everything in its favor, which goes to 
show that with the favorable surroundings 
wheat ought to be doing better today in the 
ground than it is. 

It has been practically at astandstill the 
present week. and those areas—IIlinoie, In- 
diana and Ohion—where the crop reports 
have not been up to an average stil! con- 
tinue in the same condition, hardly holding 
their own, 

There has heen no change either one wav 
or the other in Ohio and Michigan, and the 
last few days rerorts from Kansas have not 
been as favorable as they were twenty days 
agg. 

‘South of the Frio river. Tennessee and 
Kentucky. wheat seems to be all right. 

In thé Indian Territory andi Oklahoma 
the wheat now is about six inches high. 

It is too early vet to more than mention 
the outlook for the preparation and vlant- 
ing of the com cron. The fact if plenty of 
moisture in the ground ts a favorable omen 
far a good stand of corn. All the countrv 
needs now is a week of good Aru weather. 
Tht wonld carrv us ta the middle of April 
and another week which would finish the 
oat seeding. and bv the last week in Anril 
plowing and planting of corn would com- 
mence.

CHIEF CONNOLLY CAUTIONS MERCHANTS 


He Says the Police Cannot See Into 
tue Rear Alleys---Window Bars 
Are No Protection. 


The Whitehall street burglaries which 
were reported in yesterday’s Constitution 
have stirred up the police department. 
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DRIVER AND HORSES INJURED 


One of the Horses Was Fearfully Torn

There was an exciting runaway yesterday 
afternoon on Marietta and Decatur streets. 
Two horses were very badly injured and a 
negro driver painfully hurt. 

Sam Tillman was driving a team belong- 
ing to Captain Ed Cox and had come from 
the farm in. the country to get a load of 
provisions. Two horses were hitched to a 
large wagon and Sam had already made 
one trip from the city to the farm. 

As he passed in front of the Columbia 
theater, on Marietta street, some boys 
threw a newspaper under the horses’ feet 
and yelled two or three times. This fright- 
ened the horses and they began to run.

Some idea of the contest is indicated by 
the fact that Calhoun street school won 
with a little less than’ 60,000 out of nearly 
200,000. ballots cast among the various con- 
testants., 


It began about two months ago and it 


caught the pupils and teachers of the pub- 
lic schools at once. It was something novel 
and out of,the usual order. 

It was apart from the humdrum of every 
day school life and aroused such an amount 
of enthusiasm as has never been evinced in 
the public schools of Atlanta before. The 
friends of the various schools began to 
clip coupons and the teachers assisted their 
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These burglaries’ have been the most 
daring that have taken place in the city 
for several years. There is every reason 
to believe-they were committed by a reg- 
ularly organized band, and that the men 
are several in number and understand the 
business in which they are engaged. 

In every instance the burglaries were of 
the same nature. Entrance into the stores 
was made by going upstairs over the stores 
and gaining the roofs through windows 
opening from a hallway or an empty room. 
From the roofs the thieves climbed down 
into back alleys, where they were safe 
from detection, Once in the alleys, it was 
an easy matter to prize open the bars 
of the windows leading into the stores. 
Once inside, they could walk about and 
take their time in breaking open cash 
dra wers and rolling uß the Foods which 


they really wanted and but little merchan- 
dise was taken. 

The boldness of the bursleries was un- 
precedented, for Ker entering two stores 
on Whitehall street Monday night, they 
deliberately entered. three adjoining stores 
Tuesday night. 

On both nights the thieves entered the 
stores as early as 11 o'clock, and only a 
short while after they had been closed. 
It is possible that they were in the alleys 
before the doors were locked for the night 
and were watching the clerks and propri- 
etors as they prepared to leave. 

The burglaries committed Tuesday night 
were discovered by a young man who 
rooms over one of the stores. He heard 
a noise and told a negro to notify the po- 
lice. This was quickly done and the offi- 
cers surrounded the buildings and were cer- 
tain they had the thieves trapped. But 
this proved to be a mistake. 

Chief Connolly and Captain Slaughter, 
of the detective department, have notified 
all the patrolmen to be doubly vigilant, 
and every effort is being made to catch 
the gang. 

That there is a regularly organized gang 
is not doubted, for in the Eads-Neel store 
it was discovered from the way in which 
the goods were strewn about that at least 
five or six persons were removing goods 
when they suddenly dropped what they had 
and flied. 

In speaking of the burglaries Chief Con- 
nolly said: 

„It is an easy matter for burglars to 
get into many of the stores in the city 
through the windows opening into the 
small and dark alleys in the rear of the 
buildings. 
to see into these alleys from the streets. 
The iron bars across these windows are 
no protection, as a child can force them 
apart. The merchants will have to look 
after their side windows. as the police 
can only give them protection from the 
street entrances. I have instructed the 
policemen to exercise every vigilance and 
they wil} do all within their power te stop 
the robberjes. It appears that some kind 
of a gang iq opefating in the-city and if it 
is possible to do so we will have them 
caught. In the meantime I wish to cau- 
tion the merchants about their windows 
which open into a Jeys that cannot be seen 
from the streets.“

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She Read the Story of James Wilson, 
in Sunday's Constitution. 


SUGGESTED A TRAGIC TALE 


Mrs. Clifford Related the Story to Her 
Many Years Ago. 


HER SON WAS TAKEN FROM HER 


The Friend to Whom She Intrusted 
Him Married a Clerk During Her 
Absence and Went to Texas. 


In last Sunday’s Constitution there was 
a story reprinted from The Cincinnati En- 
quirer relating to the sad condition of 
James Wilson, of Evansville, Ind., who has 
been searching in vein for years for some 
information as to his parentage. 

The story states that he was left at a 
Catholic orphanage in Evansville when he 
was a little boy and that he was given 
the name of “James Wilson, no parents,“ 
at the orphanage, and since he has been a 
man grown he has sought for some clew 
to the solution of his birth and carly rear- 
ing without success. 

His manners and disposition show that he 
was the child of refined people and he has 
an indistinct recollection of having lived 
in a comfortable home by a big river. 
whence he was lured by some designing per- 
son and carried to a distant city, where he 
was kept secluded for many years. Final- 
ly the people who had him in charge grew 
80 poor that they were forced to turn him 
over to fhe charitable association, which 
reared and educated him. 

Tragic Incident Recalled. 

So soon as Mrs. Augusta Moore read the 
story she recalled a tragic and pathetic 
incident related to her a long time ago,

about the year 1875. from the best she can 
recollect by Mrs. Clifford. who was board- 
ing at the same house with her in this city. 

Mrs. Clifford was a lady of culture and 
refinement and had come here from Louis- 
vile, Ky. She brought with her two young 
daughters. who, with a bright little boy of 
four years, had been left her at the death 
of her husband. 

She had a friend by the name of Mrs. 
Yates, wfio lived near her in Louisville, and 
this lady became very much attached to the 
child and frequently begged Mrs. Clifford 
to give her the little boy. 

She told Mrs. Clifford that if the latter 
died before she did she wanted her to leave 
the child to her, and Mrs. Clifford promised, 
in a pleasant way. to do so. 

One day she received a dispatch that her 
father was dying in New York, and for her 
to go at once to his bedside. Hastlly ar- 
ranging her affairs and placing her twin 


girls in a convent for protection, she left 


her little boy with (Mrs. Yates, who was 
taking in boarders, and hastened to New 
York. 

During the first week of her absence Mrs. 


Clifford received a letter stating that the 


boy was well and all right, and during the 
second week she received another letter to 
the same effect. 

The third week passed without any tid- 
ings from home and the mother naturally 
became anxious about her boy. Her father 
died and was buried and as soon as the fun- 
eral was over she hastened to her home in 
Louisville, only to find that Mrs. Yates had 
left the city, her house was closed and a 
neighbor who had the keyg could only give 
the information that Mrs. Yates had got 
married to a man whom the neighbors did 
not Know and had gone away without leav- 
ing any information as to her destination. 

A Long, Fruitless Search. 

Then began a long and fruitless search for 
some tidings of the missing boy. Mrs. Clif- 
ford was in comfortable circumstances and 
she spent money freely in prosecuting the 
search, even corresponding with the United 
States government in her efforts to secure 


the co-operation of the federal authorities 


in locating the whereabouts of Mrs. Yates 
and her little boy. 

But all to no purpose. The mystery was 
never solved during her lifetime and the 
fate of her darling boy was never known 
by ‘the fond mother, who died Fn 1876, Still 
believing that he was somewhere in the 
land of the living. 

Before her death one of the daughters of 
Mrs. Clifford died and the other married Mr. 
Henry S. Cave, who was for a long time 
bookkeeper for the Schofield Manufactur- 
ing Company, and the mother passed her 
remaining days with her daughter and her 
husband at a beautiful home in the western 
part of the city. 

Mr. Cave Talks About It. 

Mr. Cave is now bookkeeper at the Kim- 
ball house and Mrs. Cave is a lady who 
moves in high social circles and is well 
known to a large number of friends in At- 
lanta. 

Mr. Cave was seen yesterday morning and 
the story as related by Mrs. Moore recount- 
ed to him, and the clipping from The Con- 
stitution shown to him. 

He smiled at the strange fact that Mrs. 
Moore should have so readily remembered 
the story efter all these years. but he said 
that the family had long since become 
convinced that the missing boy was dead. 

He also stated that the bov would have 
been older than James Wilson is supposed 
to be, had he lived until now. as the mys- 
terious disappearance happened before the 
war, and during the war a man had been 
found who knew nothing of his parentage 
and fhe family had investigated the case, 
but was disappointed in finding that he was 
not the missing boy. 

During Cleveland's administration friends 
of the family had interested themselves in 
the matter, and one of the presidential ap- 
.pointees at Brownsville, Tex., had located 
Mrs. Yates and from her had obtained a 
positive statement that the little son. of 
Mrs. Clifford had remained with her until 
after he was grown and that he had died 
while a young man in Texas and was buried 
there. 

This information came long after the 
death of Mrs. Clifford and Mrs. Yates had 
never tnformed the mother of her where- 
sc ea but had reared the boy as her own 
child

He Is Weary of Walting for Omcal 
Notice of Confirmation. 
IS READY TO TAKE THE OATH 


Business Is Accumulating in the Dis- 
trict Attorney’s Office. 


PRESENT FORCE GANNOT KEEP IT UP 


It Is Not Necessary for the New At- 
torney) To Receive the 
Notice Before Taking Charge. 


Mr. Ed A. Angier, the newly-appointed 
district attorney for the northern district 
of Georgia, will probably be sworn in this 
morning. The appointment of the district 
attorney has already been affirmed by the 
senate of the United States and all that 
remains before Mr. Angier can assume the 
duties of his new position is to receive of- 
ficial notice of his confirmation. 

It is thought by many that Mr. Angier 
es nnot go to work as district attorney until 
he has recelved his commission, but a 
number of the leading attorneys of the city 
say that this is not necessary, and it is 
very probable that Mr. Angier will go 
up to the clerk's office of the United States 
court and have either Mr. Fuller or Mr. 
Carter to administer the oath of office so 
that he may go to work without awaiting 
his commission. Some of the attorneys 
seem to think that such would not be legal, 
but Mr. Carter, clerk of the district court 
of the United States, says that it will be 
perfectly legal and that such has been done 
before. 

All that is necessary is for the appointed 
district attorney to receive official notice 
of his confirmation frum the United States 
attorney general. Mr. Angier expects to 
receive notice this morning of the fact that 
he has been confirmed, and as soon as At- 
torney General McKenna telegraphs him 
of the fact he will take the oath and go 
to work today. 

Mr. Angier is quite anxious to get to 
work as there is a great deal of business 
piling up in the district attorney's office. 


He will set to work at once when he is 


sworn in, and he hopes in a few days to 
catch up with the large amount of bust 
ness. Mr. Camp, Mr. Bell and Mr. Rucker 
have been very busy since the retirement 
of Colonel James, but they are not enough 
to attend to the large volume of business 
that is constantly pouring in. 

People are still speculating as to Mr. 
Argier’s probable assistants. No intima- 
tion has been made by any one connected 
with the administration that would have 
any idea of who the assistant district at- 
torney will be. 

A number of gentlemen here in the city 
are candidates for the place, but none of 
them are certain of their appointment. 
Among the hopefuls is Colonel Morris 
Macks, who feels pretty certain that the 
plum is his. He stated to a Constitution re 
porter last night that he had something 
working that made him think he has a 
good chance for the place. He said that he 
has several friends from Ohio at work on 
the administration and that he thought 
some people might be surprised when the 
man is announced. 

The report comes from Washington that 
there is a strong likelihood of Mr. Alex P. 
Hull receiving the appointment.
